WHY CUSHING RESIGNED 


LATE MINISTER OF PUBLIC 
WORKS MAKES STATEMENT 


Gives His Reasons in House for Re- 
signing from the Rutherford Ad- 
ministration—The Alberta & Great 
Waterways Railway Could be Built 
for $12,000 per Mile—Mr. Ruther- 
ford Makes Reply to Charges. 


Edmonton.—Mr. Cushing made a 
clear explanation in the House of 
his reasons for resigning from the 
Rutherford Government, He began by 
saying that sone few days ago it had 
been announced in the house th.t he 
had resigned from the cabinet, and he 
had received permission to make a 
statement regarding his action. With 
the indulgence of the members he pro- 


nosed to make that statemeut now. P 


Everybody prepared, and the silence 
was only broken by the page, who tip- 
toed toward hin with a gli ss of water.! 
Slowly and delibsrately, as if fecling 
his way, Mr. Cushing commenced. 
He showed slight traces of nervous- 
ness, indicated only by one or two 
slight catches as if for breath, and 
clasping and uaclasping of his fingers. 
But he kept hims:If weil under con- 
trol and as he felt his throat, which all 
along he had been afraid of wanting 
to go back on him, he warmed up to 
the work in hand, until. amid a burst 
of applause from his supporters, con- 
sisting of Glendinning, Hoadley, Mich- 
ener, Riley, Holden, buffer, Boyle and 
Warnock, he finished up by offering 
to put up a bond of half a million 
dollurs that he can build the Alberta 
& Great Waterways rai.way, according 
to specifications submited, at a cost 
of $12,000 per mile, or with full equip- 
ment at a cost of $16,000 per mile, 

Mr. Rutherford sa‘d that according 
to parliamentury practice he was en- 
titled to answer any member of the 
cabinet who may see fit to retire from 
his office. 

“T shull proceed in my own way to 
answer the ex-minister of public 
works,” he said. “A premier has to 
bear to a certuin extent not only all 
his own sins of omission and commis- 
sion, but the faults of the members of 
his cabinet and to a certain extent the 
sins of support'rs. I say of the ex- 
minister of public works he has his 
faults and fai'ings and also his good 
points. I have my faults and failings, 
and by the voice of the electors of this 
province I have my good points too.” 

The premi r then referred to the 
fact that Mr. Cushing assured him 
from time to time and could not deny 
it, that as long as he (prea.icr) re- 
tained the man: gement of railway 
affairs he felt thut the province was 
safe and he was quite satisfied, 

The premier then assured the house 
that the railway affairs had been car- 
ried on un to the present time in a 
business-like manner. He would en- 
deavor to show this in the course of 
his observations to the satisfaction of 
the memb:rs of the legislature and 
people of the province.

G. T. P. WILL BE AT COAST IN 1912 


C. N. R. Survey is Close to That of G. 
T. P. for 350 Miles West of

Montreal.—Mr. Jack Stewart of the

B. C. Plans to Spend $7,760,000 


Victoria, B.C.—The estimates for the 
year were brought down in the Brit sh 
Columbia legislature recently.

GIGANTIC PROJECT UNDERTAKEN 
BY THE C.P.R. 


Twelve Million Dollars Will Be Ex- 
pended in Extending Bow Valley 
Irrigation ‘System.—The Western, 


Central and Eastern Sections Will) 


Have Systems Extended—Will Give 

Employment to Many Men. 

Calgarv.—The announcement made 
by Mr. J. 8. Dennis, 
Second Vice-President of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, to the effect that the 
Irrigation depurtment of that company 


will spend in_ the néighborhood of 
$12,000,000 on the extension of their 
Bow Valley irrigution system, places 
Calgary in the enviable position of

projects on the couti.ejit. As the 
major portion of this money will be 
expended on labor, the result, within 
the next few yeurs, to Calgary, will be 
an expansion and growth which has 
never been equill:d by any other 
American city of like size. 

The completion oi the irrig:.t'on sys- 
tem for the ceitral section, which will 
cost in the neighborhood of $3,500,000, 
provides for the irrigation of 240,000 
acres. This work entuils the movin, 
of 11,316,000 cubic yards of earth, an 
it will be necessary to use 4,800,L00 
feet of timber in the structures. 

While the work to be undertaken in 
the ce.itral section is of itse:f sufficient 
to creute an enormous demand for 
labor, it is reserved for the esatern 
section to absorb the larger portion of 
the $12,000,000, the amount to be ex- 
pended there being $8,585,558. With a 
view to providing water for the 540,000 
acres of land thut the company’s en- 
giaeers find can be irrigated in the 
eastern section, it wili be necessary to 
construct an entirely new irrigation 
system with dam and head gates, etc., 
located nine mils southwest of Bas- 
sano, at what is known us the Horse 
Shoe bend of the Bow. 

It is estimated thit the cost of the 
main canal, together with head gates, 
spillway, etc., will be $1,593,9.0, and 
in order to complete the entire eastern 
section system it will be necessary to 
move the enormous total o: 27,040,390 
This then 
makes a total of 38,356 390 cubic yards 
of earth to be moved in the eustern 
and central sections, while the total 
for all three sections when the entire 
project has been completed will be

AUDIENCE WITH KING 


MAY BE A CHANGE IN POLICY OF

As a Result of Premier Asquith’s Audi- 
ence with the King, the Proposals 
for the Reconstruction of the House!

| How Papers Talked In the Days 


JOURNALISTIC HOT SHOT. 


William Lyon Mackenzie. 


How times have improved in Can- 
ada and other parts ot the world in 
three-quarters of a century is realis- 
ed by few. Through the courtesy of 
Mr, J. Turnbull ot Hamilton we have 
examined a coupie of copies of ‘‘The 
Volunteer,” a ii.tle puper published 


‘by William Lyon Mackenzie at Ko- 


chester, N.Y., during the period of 
his exile there, following the troubles 
of 1387, which throw interesting light 
on the subject. Mr, Mackenzie oon- 
ducted what was certainly a lively 
and personal sheet, which in these 
two issues reflects not only his own 
troubles, his warfare with government 
in Canada and the unhappy lack of 
symp.thy that existed between var- 
ious classes in Canada and in Bri- 
tain even so recently as 1838. 

“Dr, Wolfred Nelson,” we read aa 
an item of significance, ‘has come to 
an understanding with the authori- 
ties and returned to Montreal.” But 
for Mackenzie there was as yet no 
such good fortune. In the following 
extract we see a suggestion of the 
bitter struggle the little patriot had 
tf endure trom day to day: 

“While the Grass Grows the Seed 
Starves.\—I aguin most respectful- 
ly und earnestly entreat those wo 
possess an intimate knowledge of my 
true character und conduct for many 
yeurs pust to bestir themselves in sun- 
port of this little Volunteer, to pub- 
lish 1,200 copies of which weekly and 
maintain a iarge family, I find a very 
heavy tisk, because money is with- 
held which could meet expenses. 
There is now only one liberal paper 
in Upper Canada, The Toronto Ex- 
aminer, Thomson has bought, bribed, 
or cajoled the editorial corps, and tue 
friends of his yoke hope to starve me 


; out also,” 


Even in the death notices of The 
Volunteer there was the sting of bit- 
terness, as,’ for example: 

*Died—At Toronto, on the 9th ult., 
Adam, eldest son of James Shannon, 
At Trafulgar, the wife of Geo. Chal- 
mers, one of the assussins who burnt 
the Caroline.” 

There 18 a real personal touch in 
this notice, constituting the only aa- 
vertisement in the paper: 

“Umbrella Lost.—A large brown 
cotton one, in May last, bluck handle, 
with white pearl on the end, and the 
letters W. L. M. It may be returned 
to this office, Clinton street.” 

For those who think Britain has 
fallen upon unprecedented evil days 
there is much comfort in the follow- 
ing extract: 

“In Great Britain there are 1,000 
usury shops or banks, 20,000 estub- 
lished privets, fat and sleek, 4,000 
millions of national debt, 200,000 
armed soldiers to frighten the people, 
200,000 tax-gatherers to fleece them, 
corn laws to make them pay doubie 
its value for loaf they eat, and a 
nobility the counte of our Unit- 


| ed States or safety fund bank gentry. 


What follows? From the remarks ot 
Mr. Villiers in the British House ot 
Commons on the ek duties, we 
have gleaned some frightful trutis 
concerning the situation of the poor in 
England and Ireland. He says that 
in Preston ‘at least 10,000 persons 
were without even a blanket to cover 
them.’ In Bolton, Blackburn, Oldham, 
and many other places, wretchedness 
and want were equally prevalent. 
At Thirnham, ‘a farmer's cow whicn 
hed died and had been buried was 
disinterred by some starving females 
and served as food for twenty fami- 
lies!!!

‘Ins eaking of the kingdom the 8 irit 
says through the prophet, “The inhab- 
itant shall not say I am sick; the peo- 
ple that dwell therein shall be forgiven 
their iniquity ;” “They shall obtain joy 
and placaeee and sorrow and sigh- 
ing shall ‘flee away” (Isa, xxxiii, 24; 
xxxv, 10), The kingdom of heaven, ac- 
cording to Dan. ii, 44, being at hand 
in the person and presence of the king, 
as declared by John the Baptist, Jesus 
Himself and the apostles (chapters iii, 
2; iv, 17; x, 7), the King declares His 
»ower by a manifestation of several 
features of the kingdom. As we con- 
template the righteousness of the king- 
dom as set forth in chapters v to vii 
and then the actual condition of things 
as they are about us in the world it is 


‘| certainly a coming down to a much 


lower level, but it is to lift people up 
oy. the power of the King and His 
kingdom, and the multitudes are r:ady 
to hear of such a kingdom. Every 
form of physical suffering is suggesiive

How the reply of Jesus 
must have filled him with an_inde- 
scribable joy, ‘I will; be thou clean!” 
But these words came with the touch 
of Jesus, and with the touch and the 
words came the cleansing and the 
health immediately, and the outcast 
could return to his home and friends 
as a well man. That he may not 
think that his healer is in any sense 
contrary to the law of Moses he is 
told to show himself to the priest and 
offer the gift commanded, ell may 
we sing, “Unto Him that loveth us 
and hath washed us from our sins in 
His own blood.” 

His fame is spreading (are we help- 
ing to make Him known?), and now it 
is a centurion from Capernaum who 
has a servant sick of the palsy, griev- 
ously tormented. Luke, who was a 
physiciun, says that the man was 
ready to die, so that he must have 
been very sick.

ARMY SWINDLERS, 


How Crooked ‘Rookies’ Do Up the 
Recruiting Officers. 


Britain is happily free of the 
gang to-day, the army is no 
crowded with professional rogues, and 
idlers cannot exist now b the 
“King’s shilling’’—and their “hook” 
at the same time; nevertheless there 
is in England to-day a regular army 
of shady gentry who live by duping 
recruiting-sergeants and regimental 
authorities. ‘the soldier has only one 
name for such—“fraud,” and, aeaie

good judge of character, he usu 
readily recognizes the type (even when 
his superiors have failed to do so) by 
the “‘fraud’s” furtive ways, his knowl- 
edge of arms and equipiuent, and par- 
ticularly of other regiments, his squar- 
ed shoulders and rhythmical step, hie 
shifty eyes and clean-shaven face, 
and, above all, his amasing skill in 
reckoning up accounts, 

But thut superiors ate not so apt 
at detection was proved the other day, 
when # misdemeanant staggered a 
magistrate by confessing that he had 
served in no fewer than seventeen 
tegiments, and not more than six 
months in any one! The ingenuity 
and resource of some of these profes- 
sional “frauds” would undoubtedly 
earn them distinction if applied to 
some virtuous pursuit; they cun:boast 
‘{ twisting ‘recruiting sergeants round 
ueir fingers.” How du théy protit? 
Well, when a recruit has been passed 
for the army and finally sworn in he 
is entitled to a day's. pay and ration 
allowance (1s. 6d. altogether), and if 
he appears to be weil-spoken, well- 
dressed, or with friends near, he is us- 
ually paid this aniount by the recruit. 
ing-ollicer and given his liberty until 
the time to entrain for his regiment. 
Needless to say, the “fraud,” having 
entailed altogether an expense of from 
12s. to 14s. in his enlistment, is rare- 
ly seen again after he has received his 


pay. 

But more experienced “frauds” do 
much better on the deal. They either 
ask to be enlisted for a regiment sit- 
uated in some town they ure desifous 
of reaching, pocket the ‘‘traveling al- 
lowance,” und, having come to the end 
of their free journey, elude the ser- 

eant waiting for them owing to his 
Bnorance of their appearance; or else 
they ask to be enlisted for some reg)- 
ment situated at the greutest possible 
distance from the recruiting office, be- 
cause the amount of traveling. allow- 
ance (which ig in aduition to pay, 
etc.) depends upon this. A “fraud” 
may thus make in a day 1s. as pay, 
6d. as ration allowance, and ls. 44. 
as traveling allowance, and, needless 
to say, having been seen safely in 
the train by the recruiting-eergeant, 
he seizes the firat chance of escaping, 
unless he has good reasons for reach- 
ing any purticular station on the 
route. 

But some clever “frauds” dupe more 
.than one recruiting-sergeant in a day; 
and often a man who has been enlia:- 
ed, guy, at Sheffield for a regiment.in 
Leeds will, on arrival at thé latter 
station, dupe the recruiting authori- 
ties there in the same way, and gain 
another free ticket buck to Sheffield, 
or to any othcr town -he wishes. to 
teach. Little wonder, then, that the 
authorities are considering some plan 
of identification, one country having 
adopted branding to stop ruses of this 
sort, whilst the United States recently 
atarted a system of finger-print iden- 
tification. 5 

Sometimes, however, the “fraud” 
has a much deeper-laid scheme. He 
teaches his regiment all right, and 
then eliborately acts so as to lead his 
superiors astray. He betrays the most 
consummate ignorance of army ways, 
invari.bly saluting with the wrong 
hand, making the wrong “turnings” 
at drill, calling corporals “sir,” put- 
ting his equipment on wrong side to 
the front, saluting sergeants, and so 
on, until all thought of his having 
served before is dismissed. And then 
he amazes by hig rapid learning and 
obsequious attentions, and is readily 
granted the furlough of three weeks 
or a month for which he specially 
applies, This means the payment of 
& sum (for the latter period) of from 
£2 5s. to £2 15s. as furlough money, 
and as he leaves (for good, of course) 
in the very best kit he can get together 
at Government expense, the sale of 


this will probably realise another 10s. 
or 15s,

The question of the economy of} s

Vor instance, suppose you 
have a hundred students in an in- 
stitution and you employ a certain 
faculty to instruct them. Now, if 
you double your students, will it 
not take twice the room to hold 
them? Will it not take double the 
class room and laboratories to hold 
them; and, if your faculty is doing 
faithful work with a hundred stu- 
dents, then you will have to double 
your faculty to do as efficient work 
with two hundre| students.

ALFALFA FOR THE IRRIGATED BLOCK 


We think there is no doubt but 
that within the next few years great 
quantities of alfalfa will be grown 
throughout the length and breadth 
of this immense irrigated block. 
The fact that Professor. Fairfield, at 
Lethbridge, has been very success- 
ful in growing alfalfa under irriga- 
tion would lead us to believe, inas- 
much as our climate conditions are 
almost identical with those at Leth- 
bridge, that we will have the same 
success with alfalfa as the farmers 
do in that section. With this object 
in view, the C. P. R. Demonstration 
Farm at Strathmore have received 
a large shipment of alfalfa seed 
from Salt Lake City. This seed 
has been sent to our provincial of- 
ficials for examination, and their 
report, is very favorable, indeed, 
As an inducement for farmers to 
experiment with this alfalfa on a 
small acreage, the ©. P. R. Demon- 
station Farm have decided to. sell 
this alfalfa seed at fifteen cents per 
pound, As an actual fact thigyseed 
cost the C. P. R. sixteen centS per 
pound at Salt Lake City, and they 
have paid the freight, over. and 
above that, from Salt Lake City to 
Strathmore, and are selling it at 
fifteen cents simply as an induce- 
ment tothe formemof the irrigated 
district to go into affalfa growing. 
It is not the intention that any 
firmer should plant a large acreage, 
but rather that a great many farm- 
ers should try from one to five 
acres, simply to find out how the 
alfalfa will do under their particular 
conditions. In other words, let as 
many farmers as are willing conduct 
experiments along that line. 

It is also the intention that defi- 
nite instructions shall be sent out 
covering the preparation of the ‘soil 
for alfalfa, ete., so that through this 
experiment we may learn consider- 
able about the adaptability of alfalfa 
to our particular lands, 

We wish to distribute this alfalfa 
see over as wide ‘an area as pos- 
sible, and, then, by getting together 
in our farmers unions next winter, 
Wwe may compare results, and there- 
by hasten the time when this, the 
greatest of all fodder crops, may be 
successfully grown in this neighbor- 
hood; 

We predict thitt some will not 
have as good suceess as others, but 
there is no sane reason why in a 
very short time, alfalfa ought not 
to be grown successfully by all, It! 
ig merely a matter of getting our 
land inoculated and the seed bed 
properly prepared, for it is a well | 
known fact that alfalf does not! 
prove successful unless we have the 
proper germs in the soil, and in 
this connection it needs a little 
perseverance and frequently a series 
of tries before this is accomplished. 
We would advise all those. who 
are contemplating joining in this 
experment to apply to the under- 
signed at onee, as alinost one half 
of the alfalfa seed has already been | 
placed in small lots, ranging from 
fifteen to one hundred pounds, | 
tis required. that’ cach one that 
makes application for seed shall 
send us with the application’ one- 
thiril of the price per pound (which 
would be five-cents per pound) for) 
all alfalfa that they wish to bespeak, | 
Then, when the seed is delivere |, | 
the balance of ten cents per pound 
will be due and payable. | 

As we have already said; we ‘are 
anxious that this alfalfa. seed) shall 
| be distributed: as widely as possible, 
and we hope with this, as with all 
other experiments, that the very 
greatest success may be obtained,

' Tampa, Fla., Feb, 20.—Pastor O. T. 
Russell of Brooklyn Tabernacle 
preached twice here to-day in our 
largest auditorium to the “Bible Stu- 
dents’ Convention.”

Some apply the first text only and 
think of the Divine Program as being 
merely an endeavor to rescue man- 
kind from sin and deuth to righteous- 
ness and eternal life in the present 
time. Such as hold this view are 
confused, because it must be ac- 
knowledged that comparatively little 
has been done, or is now being sn 
for man’s uplift. After six thousar 
years it is still true that ‘The whole 
world lieth in the Wicked One; 
“Darkness covers the earth and gross 
darkness the heathen.” In order to 
have any confidence at all in this 
theory those who hold it arg obliged 
to greatly lower their standards. 
They are forced to nore that God will 
admit millions of unfit people, crude, 
rude, ignorant and wicked to eternal 
life and happiness, or perchance pro- 
vide for them Purgatorial experi- 
ences, to make them fit, righteous 
and acceptable for life eternal. As a 
whole, Christian people are greatly 
bewildered. The tendency of their 
Pas uoernent is toward doubt, skep- 
ticism, atheism. 

The other view briefly stated is 
that God never intended the salva- 
tion of the world, but merely the 
salvation of the Church, elect accord. 
‘ing to the foreknowledge of God 
‘through sanctification of the Spirit 
‘and belief in the Truth. Those who 
‘hold this theory have great confusion 
‘also, because it seems incomprehen- 
sible that God would make no pro 
vision for “thousands of millions” of 
Adam’s race, but arrange for them 
to be born in sin, shapen in iniquity, 
and to go down to the %mb (or 
worse) without a clear knowledge of 
God and his purpose and will respect- 
ing them, 

' Ks we have already frequently set 
forth, both of the described theories 
are erroneous.

only the two salvations, but also two 
parts of the Redeemer's work, dis- 
inctly separating his work for the 
Church from hia work for the world, 
In his death there was a Divine gen- 
eral provision for the sins of fhe 
whole world and a special provigion 
for the sins of the Church. The two 
thoughts are frequently brought out 
in the Scriptures. One text distinctly 
deglares, “He is the  propitiation 
(satisfaction) for our sins (the 
Church's sins), and not for ours 
only, but also for the sins of the 


the satisfaction price. The Redeemer 
applied that merit for the Church's 
sina, “for us,"" ILug ago, eighteen 
centuries before we were born. Only 
when we became believers and enter- 
ed into a Covenant of sucrifice did 
we obtain our share in the merit of 
that great sxcrifice. The world has 
not yet received its share of thut 
promised petsing, but the operation 
of the Divine Plan is sure and will 
bring it to them “in due time,” as 
St. Pwal declares (1. Timothy ii, 6). 
drawing and calling of the 
Church has not been along the lines 
of human perfection, for all are sin 
ners and. none righteous or perfect. 
And many. of those drawn of the 
Lord were by nature much more fall- 
en and depraved than some who give 
no evidence of the work of freee in 
their hearts.

Community Nine Miles From Mont- 
teal—Town Was Surprised and 
Many Settlers Killed by lroquois. 


Although belonging to Canadian 
history, the name of Robert Cavalier, 
Sieur de La Balle, is especially aseo- 
ciated with the discovery and explor- 
ation of the Central West, especially 
the Mississippi Valley. He wandered 
far afield, and yet his career on this 
continent practically commenced at 
what is now the town of Lachine, 
situated nine miles above Montreal, 
on the shore. of Lake St. Louis, an 
expansion of the St. Lawrence River 
just above the nurrowing of the chan- 
nel through which the waters hurry 
on to the famous rapids which form 
the first obstruction to the navigation 
of the great waterway. 

La Salle was born in Rouen, France, 
in November, 1643. Coming to Canada 
he obtained from the Superior of the 
Seminary of St. Sulpice grants of 
land along the shore of the lake at 
Lachine, so-called because the early 
explorers thought that this widening 
of the St. Lawrence River gave pro- 
mise of a route to China, for a water- 
way to the Orient through the Amer- 
ican continent was the dream of all 
the early explorers in this hemi- 
ephere, just as it was the object of 
search of later navigators who at- 
tempted to force the Northwest pas- 
sage through the Arctic Ocean and 
Behring Strait. More than two centur. 
jes later the true Northwest passage 
and the shortest route to the Orient 
was found to lie across the continent, 
and it was opened up when the trans- 
continental railways were constructed. 

La Salle laid the foundation of what 


became the village 
or Fort la Chine, afterwards called 
Fort Remi, “At that time,” writes 
Mr, Justice Girouard in his history ol 
Lake 8t. Louis, “the shores of Lachine, 
with the exception of the open fields 
or grande prairie at the rapids, were 
covered with forest trees. There was 
no visible trace of the presence of 
man beyond a small footpath along 
the river bank, which Champlain fol- 
Jowed when exploring the head of the 
island.” 

La Salle occupied his seigniory dur- 


| ing only three yeare—from 1666 to the 


winter of 1669. In describing the 
‘founding of the etnies g Parkman 
wrote: ‘Here La Salle had traced out 
the circuit of a isaded village, and 
assigned to each settler half an ar- 
pent, or about the third of an acre, 
within be says si for which he 
‘was to render y seignior a 
early acknowledgment of three ca- 

ne, beside: densere—that 1s, 
Pair a sou—in money. To each was 
assi |, Moreover, sixty arpents of 
land beyond the limits of the village 
with the perpetual rent of half a sou 
for each arpent.”” He also establish- 
ed a common, resetving four hundred 
and twenty arpents for his own do- 


| main, on which he began to clear the 


round and erect buildings. But the 
jure of the great, unknown west took 
possession of this brave, resticss 
spirit; the life of a seignior was too 
Mon@tonous and uneventful for him, 
and revransferring part of his land to 
the Seminary and selling the remain- 
der to one Jean Milot, an iron mer- 
chant, he bought four canoes, with 
the necessary supplies, and hired 
fourteen men. With this party, and 
accompa: by a few Indians, La 
Balle on July 6th, 1669, set off up the 
river on his wanderings of explora- 
tions, which took him through the 
Great Lukes, across the central prai- 
‘ries, through the Gulf of Mexico wo 
the banks of the Mississippi, and 
which only ended with his tragic 
death on the marshy prairies of 
Texas. 

Aiter twenty-three years of siow 
growth the little settlement of La- 
chine was visited by one of the dark- 
est tragedies in the early history ot 
Canada. During a dark night of Aug- 
ust, 1639, midst a storm of rain and 
hail, 1,500 Iroquois landed along the 
whole length of the Lachine shore, 
and avoiding the fort they silently 
eurrounded the dwelling houses. Kar. 
ly in the morning, upon a given sig- 
nul, the war-hoop was raised on all 
sides, and a general masacre then be- 
gan. Houses were broken into, the 
men who attempted to pecane were 
sluughtered, und the dwellings ot 
those who offered resistance were set 
on tire in order to force the inmates 
out. They bad then to endure all the 
atrocities which the flerce instinct of 
the Iroquois could suggest.” 

“The fort alone escajyed the flames 
and pillage,” wrote the historian of 
Lake St. Louis. “The whole Popular 
tion, however, did not perish, The up- 

er purt of the settlement was not mo- 
loaves, the raging storm preventing 
the Indians crossing beyond Dorval 
Island, where the lake measures sev- 
eral miles across, Nor were the gar- 
rison and inmates of the fort attucked, 
Thanks to the orgies in which three- 
quarters of the Indians revelled from 
the moment of their first cuptures, the 
large majority of the inhabitants man- 
aged to escape. Some fied to the forts, 
others tuking to the woods, arrived 
before Montreal at daybreak.” 

It was difficult to ascertain the ex- 
act number of the victims of the mas- 
sacre, Those who have made most 
careful study of the tragedy hold that 
at least twenty-four persons were 
killed on the spot and that forty-two 
were killed outside of Lachine, A 
‘number of p:isoners were carried 
away.

r. Guillemin, when he arrived in 
Canada just nineteen years ago, in 
1891, was at a double disadvantage. 
He was in a foreign country, the 
language of which he did not speak, 
and he was entirely without capital, 
His former home was in France, and 
when he reached Forget, Sask., and 
wished to file on a homestead, he was 
unable to do so for the lack of the 
sum of $10, which the Government 
requires. Ihe amount in his ae 
sion was $2.10. Eventually he duo. 
ceeded in borrowing the $10 and 
secured his homestead. 

Since 1891 he has been known in 
Forget as one of the hardest working 
agriculturists of the community. 

arly in his career in his new home 
he began buying land, chiefly -from 
th anadian Pacific Railway Co, 
Land. in the vicinity was then held 
at $3 per acre, and at this price he 
succeeded in acquiring the title to 
fifteen quarter sections, or 2,400 acres. 
The value of the land continued to 
rise and he continued to buy, as he 
was able, until he had secured fifty 
quarter sections, the price paid run- 
ning from $8 to $15 per acre. This 
year he sold seven quarters at $25 
per acre, which is now the ruling 
price in the district, 

Last autumn he was engaged in 
Lreora| on his place for 341-8 
days. é threshed out 60,000 bush- 
els of wheat, of which he sold 34,000 
bushels, one train load, at a price 
Nor Sid from from 8&4 to 87 cents per 
bushel. He has on hand still 16,000 
bushels. In addition to wheat he 
raised 30,000 bushels of oats, 7,000 
bushels of barley and 500 bushels of 
flax. He owns 104 horses and a num- 
ber of cattle, but since the construc- 
tion of the railway he has been en- 
gaged chiefly in raising wheat. This 
year he bought his first threshin, 
machine, paying for it the sum o 
$2,100. e estimates that the ma- 
chine earned for him last fall $3,000, 
thus paying for itself in one season 
and leaving $900 to the good he 
weather was very propitious for farm 
threshing, not a single day being lost 
in the two months which were spent 
jp this work. The wheat averaged 

bushels to the acre and graded 
No. 1 and No. 2 Northern. In the

Dr. Ludwig Mond, the noted British 
chemist, who died a few days ago, 
was known to many Canadians 
through his establishment of # big 
nickel plant at Victoria Mines, near 

udbury, about ten years ago. This 

lant is sezond cnly to that of the 

anadian Copper Co. in its extent 
and facilities for developing the im- 
mense nickel and copper wealth of 
northern Ontario, and employs sever- 
al hundred workmen. In connection 
with it, Dr. Mond made several visits

He was arrested in King- 
ston, tried and acquitted, and im- 
niediately after was again arrested 
and tried at Brockville, but again 
acquitted of the charge against him. 
He was not given much ce for 
within a few weeks a charge of 
sedition was brought against him, 
and in deflance of all decency not to 
mention British fair play or British 
justice, was kept in jail for seven 
months without trial. To make sure 
of the result, he was hustled off to 
Ningara where the people were all 
supporters of the ruling compact. 
The trial was a huge farce. The judge 
and jury being prejudiced, Gourlay 
was found guilty and sentenced to 
banishment, or at least ordered to 
leave the country. During his lon; 
imprisonment his health suffere 
preatly, and at forty-one he was a 
roken-down man. After the sentence 
he went to the United States and 
then to England. Then he returned 
to America and settled in Ohio, but 
again returned to England. He seems 
to have lived a troubled life owing 
to jal embarrassment. He was
